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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, the 1 12 rejection set forth in the final office 
action is still maintained since the indefiniteness was from the apparent discrepency between the 3claimed limitation in a dependent claim 
to "electrically conductive" being dependent upon a claim limitation in an independent claim to "coated with ... an insulating material". The 
arguments with respect to the 103 rejection have been considered and not found convincing since the limitation to ttrenches or barriers 
being "not extended completely" is not patentably distinguishable over the prior art . 
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
